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INTRODUCTION BY THE EDITOR: THE MINT ORDINANCE OF OCTOBER 16, 1786

One of the books I picked up at the ANA was the Bowers & Merena reprint of John 
H. Hickcox's An Historical Account of American Coinage (1858). Hickcox is especially 
strong on original sources, including legislative documents -- among which the Mint 
Ordinance of 1 786 is particularly fascinating. In that decade of hybrid state coinages, the 
federal government had a plan for a unified coinage - and though, under the power of the 
Articles of Confederation, it couldn't bring it to pass, the Ordinance offers us a window 
into Congress's thinking — including its conception of a copper coinage. 

The Congress had already specified the denominations - eagle and half eagle in 
gold; dollar, half dollar, double dime and dime in silver; cent and half cent in copper — in 
a resolution of August 8, 1786. (Already we're a far cry from marks and quints!) So 
when they took up the mint ordinance, they got into the particulars of how that institution 
would function. It would buy gold at $209.77 the troy pound, eleven-twelfths fine, 
uncoined - which translates into a price per ounce of $17.48. Silver of comparable 
fineness would command $13,777 per troy pound, or $1.1 48 per ounce. Coinage would 
be "free," in the sense of "you bring your bullion, we pay you back in your coin" - with 
one catch: 95% of the payment would indeed be made in silver or gold; but 5% would 
be "in the copper coin of the United States. " (Hickcox, page 114). 

Furthermore, there was an eye to covering the costs of the operation in all of this - 
- for "two pounds and a quarter avoirdupois weight of copper, shall constitute 100 
cents, (page 113) Let s figure out what that means. One avoirdupois pound equals 
7000 grains, so 2.25 pounds would be 15,750 grains. Dividing that by 100 yields the 
surprising figure of 157.5 grains per cent - 24% lighter than the ultimate thick cents of 
1793 - 1795, and 6.25% lighter, even, than the plain edge cents of 1795 - 1857! So 
that Congress had a better eye toward making an offsetting profit on the copper coinage, 
than the one which passed the famous Mint Act of April 2, 1792. 

Finally, the Ordinance of October 16, 1786 took further practical steps to 
encourage the circulation of federal copper. It provided that "no foreign copper coin 
whatsoever, shall, after the first day of September, 1 787, be current within the U. States 
of America" - that no copper coin struck under any state's jurisdiction should pass at a 
higher value than one federal dollar for two and a quarter pounds of copper — and that 
"the copper struck under the authority of the United States in Congress assembled, shall 
be receivable in all taxes, or payments due the United States, in the proportion of five 
dollars for every hundred dollars so paid. " (page 1 1 6) Obviously, none of this came to 
pass - and legal tender status for the large cent had to wait for the Coinage Act of 1 965! 
But it offers a fascinating look at an early Congress's views on a trimetallic coinage. 

One erratum from the July issue: Bob Fail (page 247) is obviously Bob Vail.

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THOUGHTS ON THE 1804 C-3, 

AND CREATION OF THE 1804 
“SPIKED CHINS”

Prior to meeting Roger Cohen in 1 973, my interest in collecting U.S. half cents with die 
cracks, prominent cuds, etc., found on pre-181 1 issues was minimal. A few days spent in 
Roger’s Maryland home discussing half cents significantly enhanced my appreciation for the 
series — especially die states. Thus began my long term quest for varieties in their earliest and 
latest die state. Each new ~ albeit infrequent ~ acquisition heightens my appreciation and 
affection for the series. 

One especially elusive half cent variety - 1804 CMM #3 - has long intrigued me. It was 
first illustrated and described by Roger S. Cohen, Jr. in his 1971 edition of AMERICAN HALF 
CENTS “The Little Half Sisters.” This variety was created with the marriage of an 1804 Gilbert 
#6, (CMM #1) obverse and a Gilbert #10, (CMM #4) reverse. Discovered by W. Breen in 1 953, 
it was first listed as new die variety E-43 in Bowers and Ruddy’s 1 962 “EMPIRE GUIDE to U.s! 
Half Cents.” 

CMM?? CMM preceded each variety listed in Roger’s first edition. It identifies the three 
numismatists -COHEN, Ray MUNDE & Paul MUNSON who collaborated with Roger as author 
of AMERICAN HALF CENTS “The Little Half Sisters.” It was Roger’s way of expressing his 
appreciation for their contribution in creating a new half cent reference. 

My curiosity and desire to find a nice example of CMM #3 was further fueled when 
Roger del isted it. On page 56 of his Second Edition under GENERAL COMMENTS he writes: 
“Variety #3 has been eliminated as it is now considered to be an early state of Variety #5.” 
Whoa!! Just a darn minute — don’t we traditionally assign variety numbers to the earliest 
known state of a die marriage and use die state numbers to describe subsequent distinctive 
die deterioration or changes occurring to either die during the marriage?? Methinks Roger 
“threw out the baby” in delisting CMM-3 and “kept the bath water” especially when he 
acknowledges his CMM-5 with spiked chin as a later obverse die state of CMM-3. 

Therefore, I would propose CMM-3 be restored to full variety status as 1804 Cohen-3. 
Delist 04, C-5 as a variety and relist it as 1 804 Cohen-3a. It may seem I’m bestowing near 
variety status to Cohen 3a just as Breen did with his ‘04, B-4a — here’s why. Die damage alone 
vras responsible for the Spiked Chin and other distinctive obverse die features, so technically 
it’s a die state. However, should we dismiss eight decades of common usage?? Gilbert in 
1916 assigned this marriage variety number G-1 1 (C-5 / B-4a) and considered it as being “Very 
rare. He was unaware ~ as we all were — that this die combination also existed without the 
spiked chin. Frankly I’m uncomfortable reassigning G-1 1 / E-43 / C-5 / B-4a to mere die state 
status after faithful service as a variety for eighty years. However, I believe there is a 
reasonable alternative. Assign variety numbers C-3 and B-4 to the early, undamaged obverse 
die marriage. Renumber C-5 to C-3a and with B-4a identify the “Spiked Chin” die state . 
Seems reasonable to me ~ do you agree?? All further reference to CMM-3 will be variety C-3 
and die state C-5 will be listed as C-3a. Breen equivalents for this variety ~ B-4 and B-4a 
remain unchanged. 

Until last year only two or three scruffy, low grade examples of C-3 / B-4 were known, 
then Lot #109 of our 1995 EAC Sale came to light. It’s a newly discovered “C#3" ~ “Condition 
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Census #1" according to cataloger Tom Reynolds. 

This rather attractive example now shares a happy home with other notable 1804 
siblings in my collection. Acquiring a nice ‘04, C-3 / B-4 provided me my first opportunity to 
compare and record obverse die changes occurring as 1804 varieties - C-1 / B-1, C-3 / B-4, 
die state C-3a / B-4a, C-6 / B-6, C-7 / B-5 and C-8 / B-7 were minted. Based upon what I’ve 
seen and read to date, an Obverse Die State numbering sequence for these varieties 
combined would read: 

C-1 / B-1 ~ State I: Perfect die. State II: Faint crack through BE. 

C-3 / B-4 - State III: Faintly cracked through tops of LIBERT. 

C-3a / B-4a - State IV: With “Spiked Chin,” faint crack connect tops of LIBERTY, 

NO bulge in upper right obverse field, slightly curved parallel raised 
[thumbprint like] lines in lower right field from opposite chin to just above 
bust. State V: Bulge, at first faint, becomes prominent. 

C-7 / B-5 — States IV & V as above. 

C-6 / B-6 - State VI: A few dentils joined 3 mm left of date. 

C-8 / B-7 - State VII; Crack heavy through LIBER. State VIII; Rim break covers 
tops of LI. State IX; Rim break covers LIBE to top left of R. 

C-8 / B-7 ~ Unconfirmed ~ State X. Rim break over LIBERT. State XI; Break 
extends over all of LIBERTY. 

Of equal importance but more difficult to explain are the reverse die state changes noted 
for varieties. C-3 / B-4, C-3a / B-4a and C-4 / B-2. With but one VG-F C-3 / B-4, and only a few 
F/VF or better examples of C-4 / B-2's available for study, a detailed die state report may take 
some time. Locating examples of C-3a / B-4a - without bulge ~ will be challenging as well. 
Late die state pieces ~ with obv. Bulge and advancing rev. deterioration should be 
comparatively easy. 

1804 C-1; Two examples 

State IV; Obverse; Breen plate coin for State IV. Die crack connects upper portions of 
IBERTY. 

State V; Obverse: Die crack connecting top portions of LIBERTY. 

1804 C-3 / B-4; 

Only four examples are reported for this variety ~ Cohen knew of three, Breen of two. 
Unreported examples probably exist, a description of their grade, die state, etc., by their 
owner(s) would be most welcome. 

State I; Obverse; die crack connecting top letters of LIBERTY as noted by Breen. 
Obverse die damage must have occurred very early in this marriage based on the very limited 
number of examples known. 

State ??: Reverse; Faint die crack connects the bases of STATES OF A only. Two additional 
die cracks, one from the rim to first A of STA, a second begins at the rim above C of ICA ending 
at the right pendant of T in CENT. Earliest state of the bisecting die crack found on many ‘04, 
C-3a / B-4a’s - note Breen plate, page 234. These two cracks do not appear on any ‘04, C-4/ 
B-2, Neither Cohen or Breen describe a die state as early as seen here. 

1804 C-3a / B-4a; Two examples. 

State I; Obverse: “Spiked Chin” and other die damage but NQ bulge. Faint die crack 
connecting top of IBERTY extending into field beyond Y. Plate coin for die state in Cohen 2=^ 
Edition. 
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state I: Reverse; Only vestigial remnants of the prominent encircling die crack found on C-4/ 

B-2 reverse. A faint crack extends from the rim below the first 0 of fraction, base of 2, left 
ribbon and connecting UN. ITED STATES OF AMER joined at their bases by a very faint crack 
which becomes more prominent at STA AMER. Die crack from rim above A of STA now 
extends to stem of uppermost top left leaf. Crack from rim through C of ICA ends at lower right 
pendant of L. The few remaining die clash marks define the base of Liberty’s bust and curl of 
her hair which extends from below the first T of last S of STATES. ALL previously described 
clash marks described on C-4 / B-2 have been erased. 

State V: Obverse: With bulge. Faint die crack connects top of LIBERTY extending into field 

beyond Y. 

State V: Reverse; Encircling die crack from below first 0 of fraction described for C-4 / B-2 is 

again very clear. Die sinking at ES and a crack from top of R to rim. Bisecting die crack 
connecting A and C is very bold. 

1804 C-4 / B-2: 

State VI: Obverse: Die crack from 4 to and through bust, becoming faint as it parallels the rim 
ending opposite LIBERTY’S nose. 

State VI: Reverse: Encircling die crack begins at rim beneath first 0 of fraction, to base of 2, 
left ribbon and connects the bases of ALL letters in the outer legend - except ICA. Two die 
scratches create a horizontal V extending from top left of F in OF to border above and to left of 
O. See plate of lot 39 in Bowers & Merena’s Oct. ‘87 NonA/eb sale. Die clash marks especially 
evident above ATES OF and in the central field surrounding HALF CENT. Die crack from rim 
to upper right leg of A of STA - as on C-3 / B-4, but NO corresponding die crack from rim to C 
of ICA extending to right pendant of T in CENT. Small irregular die defects within both OO's of 
C-3 / B-4 or my two C-3a’s. Confirmation of the Brobston / Non/veb pedigree was courtesy of 
Norman Stack when we compared Stack’s photographic plate of Brobston’s 1804 Gilbert 10, 
C-4 / B-2 with B & M’s Norweb plate of lot #39. Stack’s Fixed Price List #39 in Jan. ‘63 offered 
Brobston’s example for $500.00. As lot #39 in the Norweb sale it sold for $6,820.00. 

This lusty “Merry Widow” obverse bearing the spikes and scars acquired very early in her 
first marriage survives two more reverse mates to create “Spiked Chin” varieties C-6 / B-6 and 
C-7 / B-5. C-8 / B-7, her fourth mate, survives her. Each marriage was bountiful. Collectors 
are blessed with a wonderful array of die varieties and die states ranging from very common to 
very rare. Collectively, I consider the Spiked Chin varieties and die states as the most popular 
and challenging group of Draped Bust half cents to collect. 

My primary objective in writing this article is to update, enhance or correct information 
provided in current half cent references. I’ve deliberately refrained from expressing an opinion 
about Cohen or Breen’s emission sequence. Eclectic opinions from knowledgeable collectors 
of the series - like yourself ~ are solicited. 

I’ve never been comfortable with an “intervening bolf or “screw” as the agent creating 
the “Spiked Chin” die for 1804 half cents. The following theory seems to me a tad more 
practical than previous scenarios and may - most importantly - stimulate further input from you. 
Circumstances which created the screw thread-like lines in the field and spikes from Liberty’s 
lips and chin on varieties Cohen-6 / Breen-6, C-7 / B-5, C-8 / B-7, mav have occurred in this 
manner. By the way, Cohen-5 / Breen-4a is correctly described by Breen as a damaged 
obverse die state of variety C-3 / B-4. 

Our first mint probably had coining presses very near to, if not in, a machine shop 
environment. Machinists operating metal lathes turning steel die stock, machine parts, etc.. 
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create curly coils of oily steel which litter the shop floor. Let’s assume a portion of this steel 
litter adheres to a planchet’s underside or is unobserved on the soiled hand of the workman 
responsible for placing planchets In the press. The small steel coil brushes off the workman’s 
hand or planchet and lies unnoticed on the obverse die as the planchet is placed between the 
dies. Consider as well, that tolerance between dies at the time a coin is struck is very precise 
and intended only for the planchet. Bits of extracurricular material - metal shavings, dirt, etc., 
on the die or planchet ~ leave an unwelcome signature on the finished coin’s surface. The 
reverse die descends, making violent contact with the planchet and steel coil(s). Ms. Liberty’s 
profile is permanently altered - as is much of the right field. Now markedly different from a 
moment before, a small spike extends from Liberty’s lips, a larger spike from her chin, and 
curved parallel lines involve much of the right field. The reverse emerges relatively unscathed, 
which may be credited to protection provided by the intervening planchet. 

Consider the following factors: 

a. The obverse die usually resides in the anvil position. 

b. A large bolt or screw - large enough to create the slightly curved parallel 
lines - beneath the planchet would not allow the planchet to “seat” in the 
die properly, in addition to being most obvious. 

c. The reverse die is basically undamaged. “ irregular shapes may be 

seen in the right branch are not as well defined,” per Cohen on p. 

49. 

d. Extent of actual damage to the obverse die is speculative. We can’t be 
certain that any repair / restoration of the die was deemed necessary ... 
further suggesting that whatever obverse repairs ~ if needed or made ~ 
were minimal and done quickly. 

e. Both dies continue - uninterrupted service - to strike coins from the 
damaged dies of variety C-3 / B-4 ~ but now designated die state C-3a / 

B-4a. 

Let me know if you’ve another theory, and what it is.

AND MORE QUESTIONS 

Frank Wilkinson 

I enjoyed reading the thought-provoking articles by Ron Manley and Rick Coleman in 
recent issues of PW . They are answering questions that have intrigued students of the series 
for a very long time. Some of the questions I have had are: 

1) What varieties are known, how rare are they, and what are their pedigrees? 

2) How are the reverse dies related, if at all? 

3) What was the striking order of these coins (i.e. were the originals first, then 
the first restrikes, then the second restiikes?) What is the physical evidence 
for the conclusion? 

4) Who discovered the differences between the first and second restrikes? 

5) Is the Breen theory of group striking accurate, or even partially so? 

My current answers follow: 

1 ) I think that Rick Coleman is generally accurate on the population of the proof 
only years. His listing of a single example of an 1852 Original is probably 
due to Breen’s writing on the subject, which is unsubstantiated. I have never 
seen or heard of an 1852 with the business strike reverse. I would delete 
this hypothetical variety from the literature. The pedigrees are being 
assembled by people who mostly work independently. I am willing to assist 
and/or be assisted. This is an endless project, as Del Bland has discovered 
for the large cents, 

2) How are the reverse dies related? I had the pleasure of microscopically 
examining one of the foremost collections of proofe nine years ago. I noticed 
tiny bumps on the letters on these reverses and thought that these would be 
characteristic of each reverse. They were not, as the little bumps appeared 
on all four reverses of the Braided Hair type. These bumps were probably 
from the hub used to make the four reverses. 

3) What is the striking order for these reverses? Breen claimed that he knew 
of 1841 originals with a faint crack, which gets thicker; from the originals to 
the first restrikes to the second restrikes. I have never seen this, and I have 
photographed about twenty 1841s. The Norweb coins photographed by 
Cafoy Dumont show an interesting progression on the rims of the 1842's, 
which supports the current emission sequence of originals, first restrikes, 
second restrikes. There are streaks, or imperfections on the rims of the 
coins (quite obviously on the obverses) at 7:00 and 1 1:30 that enlarge with 
die use. The imperfection greatly enlarges, almost to the point of looking like 
a rim break at 7:00 on a couple of second restrikes I have seen. The Winsor 
collection had a coin with a similar rim. I predict that coin will prove to be a 
second restrike. 

4) Who discovered the differences between the first and second restrikes? To 
a historian of the series, this is one of the really big questions. I have con- 
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eluded that it was Joseph L. Brobston, because his collection was the 
earliest to have both restrikes of the same year, and he had both for most 
years. He had the extremely rare 1843 Second Restrike Ex Alvord, which he 
probably bought at the Alvord sale in 1924. I know he attended that sale, as 
I have seen his auction room catalogue. 

5) Is the Breen theory of group striking accurate, or even partially so? I don’t 
know. His theory is based on the characteristics of color, weight, surface 
reflectiveness, and presence or absence of wire rims. It is reasonable that 
the restrikes weighing about 96 grains were struck at the same time. Those 
weighing 80 to 87 grains may form a distribution around the 84 grain 
standard. I am very impressed with this theory, although my good friend 
Roger Cohen was not. I think this warrants more study. 

Continuing Questions: 

1) Were there non-proof strikings of the 1831 originals? 

2) Which variety, if any, is an original 1 852 proof? 

3) When were the restrikes actually made, and by whom?

NEW JERSEY COPPERS, PART 33: MARIS C 

John Griffee 


Maris 4c is known as the Washington/New Jersey copper. The obverse not only has 
a likeness of our first president but is identified by the words, “GEN. WASHINGTON” 
surrounding. 

This variety was discovered in Philadelphia, by Sylvester S. Crosby, about the time his 
book was written in 1875, and is mentioned on page 352 as “recently coming into his 
possession.” 

Dr. Marris speculated, in his own book, A Historic Sketch of the Coins of New Jersey. 
that, “Its origin is unknown, and its rejection,” (by N.J. authorities deciding the approved 
design), “may have been for the same reason as that given for the non-adoption of the 
Immunis Columbia”, i.e., the terms of contract for N.J. coppers required the arms of the State 
to appear. 

The discovery piece passed through the collections of several well-known numismatists 
and eventually was sold as part of the Bowers & Merena sale of the Garrett collection in 
October 1 980, to the present owner. 

Since there are only three coins, and the owners are known, there will be no list of 
missing examples for this coin. Maris 4c should be upgraded to a R8 (2-3 PCS.)

NEW JERSEY COPPERS, PART 34: MARIS 21 R 

John Griffee 


The Maris 21 R is a very rare variety from a large family of mulings with several 
combinations of reverse dies including N, O, and P, in addition to R. 

When checking your coin, or an unattributed coin in a dealer’s inventory, start with the 
reverse. The R has a narrow shield and this point is important to identify because we must 
make sure it can be visually separated from the other three reverses. 

Forget the N and O reverses - they are wide shields. Reverse P is also a narrow shield 
but is slightly different from the R. 

From the 24R Condition Census report (Nov. ‘95) I said, “On the R reverse, draw a line 
from the bottom point of the shield through the middle point until it touches the bottom of the 
“B”. “The point of contact will be the center of the base of the “B’.” On the P reverse, the lines 
will touch the “B” on the right side of center of the base of the “B”. 

The center point on reverse R is much taller than P. The top of the shield is 
asymmetrical. Look from the center point to the dexter point on the left and then from the 
center point to the sinister point on the right. It is very noticeable that there is a greater amount 
of concavity on the right side. 

Remember two facts and the identity of the 21 obverse will be as easy as pie (apple, 
with a little whipped cream, please). 

1. Look at any one, two, or all three auction-plated coins for 21 R (Stack’s, Picker, 10/84, 
LI 98), 23R (M & G, Griffee, 10/95, L41) and/or 24R (M & G, Griffee, 10/95, L43). All three 
have curved plow beams which you might think in terms of an ocean wave-the wave goes 
up (about of beam length), and then goes down (the bottom is about of beam length), 
and then the wave curves up to the end of the beam. 

The coulter on 21 R is in the center of the beam, at the point where it starts to curve up 
for the second time. The coulter on the other varieties is located in the middle of the first 
upswing of the beam or about % of the length of the beam, near the handles. 

2. All the plow handles have differences but the major point is that on obverse 21 both ends 
of the plow handles are about even with the top of the “N”. 

Listed below are the only four Maris 21R’s in auction catalogs I own (or dealers’ hands) 
where I do not know the present owner.

I met Bob Lomprey, Sr. at the South Shore Coin Club Show held at the MECCA 
Convention Center in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, in March 1983, through an introduction by John 
and Mabel Ann Wright. Bob was with his son Bob, Jr. and his grandson, Jeffery. We talked 
about coin collecting and early copper in particular. To say that Bob was enthusiastic would 
be an understatement. I started dealing in early copper just three years prior to our meeting 
and my mail order business was only nine months old. Bob wished to be added to my mailing 
list and I was happy to do so. By the end of our conversation we were friends.

OBITUARY: ROBERT LOMPREY, SR., EAC #1845 

Tom Reynolds 
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For some reason, Bob had an interest in the year 1 853 (over the years I have forgotten 
why) and started a collection of 1 853 large cents by die variety and die state. His goal was to 
have a Mint State example of each variety. He would often call to see what I had acquired. 
The last variety he needed was N31 and, in the mid-1980s, N31 was very, very scarce due to 
a slight mix-up in the attribution information that was available. For months Bob and I looked 
for the elusive N31 . I wanted so much to be able to make the call to Bob to tell him that our 
search was over. In the end, it was Bob who found an N31 ... in his own collection, 
misattributed as another variety!!! 

In addition to 1 853 large cents. Bob collected all Middle Date and Late Date varieties. 
Bob was not just a collector, he was a student of early copper. Many times he would call just 
to talk about something peculiar he had found ... or to inquire when my next price list would 
go in the mail. He was also anxious for me to bid for him on choice 1853s in auctions. When 
I would call to describe an 1853 that would upgrade his collection, he would always give me 
a very generous bid . . . and sometimes would call back and leave a message on my recorder 
with an increase in his bid. 

One thing that became very apparent during our conversations was his love for his wife 
Sandy, whom he had married on November 21, 1942. Several years ago he told me that 
Sandy had Alzheimer’s disease. Her care took a great deal of his time, and during the last 
several months of her life, there were many times that she didn’t recognize Bob. That was 
extremely painful for him. After her death. Bob would mention often how he missed her and 
how he still loved his Sweetheart. 

Bob was a heavy smoker and eventually developed a throat cancer that, thankfully, 
didn’t affect his voice box. Surgery and radiation stopped the cancer but his health slowly 
deteriorated thereafter. 

I attend three shows each year in Milwaukee and I always looked fonArard to seeing Bob. 
The last few years his legs bothered him due to poor circulation. That didn’t stop Bob from 
attending the shows. He bought a used wheelchair for $15 at a garage sale and had his son 
and daughter-in-law bring him from his home in Manitowac to Milwaukee. 

Bob was bom on August 18, 1917 in Menomonee, Ml and died at the age of 78 on July 
19, 1996. He attended schools in Manitowac, Wl and graduated from Lincoln High School in 
1935. He served with the Wisconsin National Guard from 1937 - 1940. He served in the 
United States Merchant Marines as Chief Radio Officer from 1943- 1 945. He was employed 
at the Wisconsin Telephone Co. for many years, retiring on March 26, 1960. He was laid to 
rest next to his Sweetheart Sandy.

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ANA SUMMER CONFERENCE 
IN COLORADO SPRINGS

Four weeks before the ANA96 convention in Denver, 240 numismatists gathered in 
Colorado Springs for a week of fun. The ANA Summer Conference offered 17 numismatic 
courses taught by 31 volunteer experts to 209 students. The membership of EAC is only about 
a twentieth of ANA (about 1 500 vs. About 28,000), but EAC members accounted for over an 
eighth of the students and over a quarter of the instructors at this year’s conference. 

Thirty-seven EAC’ers took or taught 16 of the 17 courses, ranging from Ancient thru 
Byzantine, Holy Land, Mexican Revolution, U.S. History, U.S. Civil War, Liberty Seated and 
U S. Paper, to small cents, counterfeits, errors, coin photography, engraving, and grading. And 
that was just in the DAY time. 

There were also afternoon / evening trips to Cripple Creek and Royal Gorge, the train 
up Pikes Peak, a floor-tour of the Denver Mint, the ANA Library and Money Museum, evening 
bull sessions, the Young Numismatist Auction, and a demonstration by Ron Landis and Joe 
Rust of early U.S. coining processes ~ from rolling thru cutting, edge-milling, to screw-press 
striking. Was it fun? You betchum. Red Ryder! What was my overall impression? I thought 
I’d died and gone to Heaven! 

But let’s try to get these personal impressions in order. After the EAC96 convention in 
early May, Mabel Ann and I enjoyed the hospitality of Frank and Cathy Wilkinson, then spent 
a delightful couple of days with Fred and Kathy Borcherdt, and some quality time with our 
youngest son and latest grandbaby in North Carolina. Returning home, we found the flier for 
the ANA Summer Conference within our mountain of mail. No - not this year. But I’ll browse 
it anyway. WHAT??! Tom Mulvaney is teaching coin photography! He’s simply the best there 
IS! I’ve GOT to take that course! 

After a LOT of personal contacts, phone calls, begging (groveling), and arrangements, 
it’s a GO! Tom Mulvaney and Astrid Gracy (ANA staff photographer and co-teacher of this 
course) agree to expand the already-filled class enough to let me in, and Mabel Ann and I are 
Colorado-bound. J. T. Stanton (Cherrvpicker’s Guide) meets us at the airport and an 
interesting van ride puts us onto the Colorado College campus for registration. Well over 500 
bicyclists are tenting on the lawn, gone by noon the next day. 

Sunday brings Chapel in the dorm, a coin show downtown (fun, but I buy nothing), lunch 
in the cafeteria, and classes beginning early afternoon. I meet Tom and Astrid and the other 
seven students in the coin photography class. Both instructors and four of the eight students 
are professional photographers, and two more of us have done or are doing photos for a 
numismatic book — HEAVY COMPANY! After a packed intro session, it’s run to the vans for 
the cog railway trip up Pikes Peak. At 14,1 10 feet even a brisk walk of 20 yards leaves you 
gasping for air. But the VIEW is AWEsomeM It’s even better than the one from our dorm room, 
looking west and up at the peak. 

Monday gets into mainline material. Mabel Ann and 18 other students learn about 
American money from the colonies thru independence. I learn what’s good, what’s a waste, 
and what’s great in equipment, lenses and film. Breaks and lunch give us time to renew old 
friendships, browse the ANA Library (Lyn Chen is a real sweetheart and help) and the Money 
Museum. How about well-coordinated exhibits of Civil War items, colonial and early U.S., 
Greek, Roman, and European coinages including an 8-daler Swedish plate (about 20 pounds!). 
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a 1913 Liberty head nickel (J. V. McDermott’s pocket piece), two 1804 dollars, large weigh- 
balances, and coining presses? Since the museum is right outside my classroom, I can catch 
snatches of it all week. This evening we go to a cowboy revue and chuck wagon dinner at the 
Flying W Ranch. 

Tuesday, I learn about several different lighting techniques and get to shoot some film 
using each. We were each asked to bring challenge pieces to shoot. My black Queen Anne 
farthing in a Proof-64 PCGS slab turns out to be a photo disaster. The results are better after 
we crack it out. Mabel Ann learns about Federal coin and private paper of the 1789 to Civil 
War era. Dick Doty really brings history to life with slides and interesting stories and facts. This 
evening we take a long walk and return to enjoy a jam session with banjo, guitar, ukelele and 
drums by Landis, Rust, Connell and “Buddha”. We missed John Kraljevich’s talk on Thomas 
Jefferson. 

By Wednesday we’re in full swing, running hard. We intend to learn some hands-on 
darkroom techniques, but the equipment goes on strike and the day is divided between more 
photo practice and equipment repair. Doty’s history class covers gold, the Civil War, Federal 
and Confederate paper and bonds, and the Gilded Age to the turn of the century. On my way 
back from lunch with Ken Bressett, I bump into Harry and Phyllis Salyards. They had medical 
business in Denver and came down to see the ANA facility. You just never know who will 
wander in next. 

That evening includes the YN auction, where Larry Briggs is the biggest donor and one 
of the more active buyers. Krause Publications names James Taylor as its Numismatic 
Ambassador of 1996 - a WELL-eamed honor. Several lots are sold, donated back and re-sold 
a second and third time. They even auction off a pair of J. T. Stanton’s undershorts. We all 
have lots of fun, the YN fund has record receipts, and we turn in late and exhausted. 

Thursday is the run-like-crazy, try-to-finish-by-noon day. Half of the photography class 
tours the Garden of the Gods with Astrid (for scenic and close-up photography) while the other 
half crams last-minute tips from Tom. Doty flies thru the Twentieth century in three hours so 
those bound for the Denver Mint will miss as little as possible. One bus load of eager 
numismatists, each with a box lunch, pulls out at half past noon for Denver. 

We are ushered in the employee entrance to the Denver Mint, leave all coins with the 
guard at the door, are grouped into lots of a dozen or so per guide, and are led down onto the 
coining floor. There are buckets and bins of new coins everywhere, with a steady stream 
pouring out of the new high-speed presses. One worker is polishing and realigning a die-pair. 
Another is cleaning up a mess from a coining-jam. He has handsful of multi-struck, off-center, 
caps, sandwiches, and otherwise ruined cents. Sorry, the only way any of these leave the 
room is via guarded transport to Philadelphia for destruction. Denver no longer has any 
operational furnaces. All raw material now arrives in large multi-ton coils like the ones we use 
at Whirlpool to make washing machine cabinets. 

After we leave the production floor and remove our ear protection, we go one-by one 
thru a super-sensitive metal-detecting process - shoes off, belt off, eyeglasses off, pockets 
emptied and contents examined, NO metal. The anti-theft policy at the mint is simple -- zero 
coins in, zero coins out. Once out of the building we swing past the state capital building with 
its dome covered with native gold, same as the one in Atlanta (covered with Dahlonega gold), 
and enjoy a scenic hour back to Colorado Spring for the banquet, packing, good-byes, and an 
early-morning flight home. 

It was over too quickly, but it will take us weeks to recover and a lifetime to savor the 
sweet memories.

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ONE MORE 1794 CENT WITH BLUNDERED EDGE LETTERING

Are there more 1 794 cents with entertaining edges out there? You bet. One such goodie was discovered just 
a few weeks ago by my friend, neighbor and fellow EAC member, Ben Tennyson. Ben recently ordered a 1 794 
S-43 from a well-known copper dealer a long way from us, and when the item arrived in his mailbox Ben lost 
no time in examining every side ofthe coin. When he looked at the third side — the edge — he found a surprise. 

The edge of this S-43 features a classic edge-lettering blunder, with the word FOR omitted. In addition, most 
of the space which should come before and after FOR is also missing, so that the edge legend reads: 

ONE HUNDRED A DOLLAR 

Ben showed the cent to me at a meeting of our local coin club (where he and 1 carefully nourish the illusion 
that we’re copper experts) and 1 got over to his house a few afternoons later to examine the specimen carefully. 
This S-43 is an honest uncleaned dark brown Good-4, with enough signs of ancient mishandling to reassure 
us that it was, indeed, a Coin ofthe People. But for 202 years, none ofthe People ever checked the edge, until 
Ben Tennyson did. 

We looked over Dan Trollan’s list of 1 794 lettered-edge errors from the January issue. There wasjust one 
HUNDREDA in the list, and Ben pointed out that there were no S-43’s at all. 1 said to him, “People in EAC 
ought to learn about this. Do you want to write a little article for telling about it?” — but he declined 

the honor. It was up to me, and now you know. And now Ben and I each own an edge-blundered ’94 cent, and 
we’re looking for more. Want some copper excitement? Just come to Virginia.

UPDATE ON “THE BUTTERNUT HOARD OF ‘96" 

Steven Ellsworth 

As of September 1996, approximately 3.500 of the 4,500 Large Cents of “The Butternut Hoard of 96" 
have been attributed. 

We have now begun analyzing some of the statistical data that’s been generated. I would not go so 
far as to say that this is the new Holy Grail, however, due to the sample size and number of rarities found we 
feel the findings are significant. This will surely add to the fire of some EAC’ers who fell some of the middle date 
rarities are suspect. So be it. 

Our first set of Graphs are a comparison between the years of “the Hoard' and those that are reported 
to be minted by A.Guide Book of United States Coins (1997 Red Book), as a percent of population. 

The sample size of the years 1793 - 1807 is 438. The size of 1808 - 1814 or the Turban Heads is 201. 

For the years 1816-1839 the sample size (the majority of the sample) is 3,559. It is logical that no 1793's were 
found, since they would have been pulled from circulation years before the sample was amassed. Also no 
1804 s were found. Not too amazing, since collectors had pretty much snarffed them all before the start of Civil 
War, causing the “1804 Restrike" to be made about 1860. The years 1805, 1808, 1809, and 1817 appear to 
be considerably more scarce than previously reported. However, those of us who attend 40 or more shows a 
year already know they’re more scarce and undervalued, especially in problem free grades above VG. For the 
year 1821, the data may provide confirmation for those who have long believed the year has been hyped and 
overpriced by a greed factor of three. 

In our next report, we will show the relationship of rarities by Newcomb varieties within five selected 
Middle date years, comparing “The Butternut Hoard of ‘96" to what has previously been published. Hang in 
there, sport fans!

THE NEWPORT HOARD 

Carl C. Honors 


With all that has been documented recently concerning new large cent hoard 
discoveries, one of the strangest hoards in recent memory has come to light. 

The author recently had the opportunity to examine a group of coins consisting of United 
States large cents, some early British pence and halfpence, and some other foreign pieces. 
All were copper except for one Seated Liberty half dime, 1854 with arrows, holed. 
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What makes this group so remarkable is that almost every one of the coins were just 
barely attributable as to type. All of the pieces were either extremely corroded or extremely 
worn. Some of the pieces were virtually blank slugs of copper roughly the size of U.S. half 
cents. 


These coins were found in a child’s slotted metal bank, a box resembling a miniature 
strong box with a tiny lock. The box was inside a desk that the present owner purchased in 
Newport, Rhode Island. 

It is a credit to the early mint that even though the coins were in an advanced state of 
corrosion, they were identifiable as to type in an instant. These pieces were not attributable 
as to die variety. 

it is interesting to note that of the total of 20 pieces, the large cents were the easiest to 
identify. The six large cents out of the total group included; 

1 Liberty cap cent no date, identified by thick planchet, and edge lettering. 

Cap visible. Bow on reverse looks out of line with bottom of wreath. Possible “head of 1793". 
As such, might grade as BS1 . 

2 Draped bust large cents, dates unreadable. 

1 Matron head Large Cent, same condition. 

1 Matron head Large Cent, counterstamped “1", no date 
1 Braided hair Large Cent, identified by profile, and high rims; no date. 

Note. All of the above coins were almost completely obliterated on the reverse. 

The British coins included; 

1 British Cartwheel penny, 1797, identifiable as type, only one year of issue, no date. 

1 British halfpenny, George 111, “18" visible of date, identified by engrailed edge. Again, one 

year of issue. 1806. 

2 British pence. Queen Victoria, different hair styles, “Young Head”, and “Bun Head”, barely 

identifiable as to type, no date. 

Note. There was more detail visible on some of these coins then on the American pieces. 

The rather uniform condition of the coins indicates to the author that they may have 
been buried for a long period of time, en masse, then found and stored in the metal box by 
someone else. It seems that perhaps that the original owner of the hoard was a copper 
collector, especially of larger American and British coins. Most of the American and British 
pieces came from around the same period of time in history, late 1 700's and 1 800's, with the 
major design types from both countries represented. In fact, the only types not represented in 
the American group are the chain, wreath, and classic head design. 

Obviously, the owner of the box felt that there was some significance to these coins, and 
so kept them, even in corroded condition. The present owner is planning on keeping them as 
a historical link to New England where her family came from. 

Conclusions; 

If one can define a coin “hoard” as a group of related coins (regardless of condition) 
found where one would not ordinarily find coins, and with some purpose for their being grouped 
together, then I guess this find fits the definition. Although not in a league with the Randall 
hoard or the Nichols hoard, for example, someone at some time put this collection together for 
a reason. It was lost, or buried. Someone else found it, and probably put them in the box the 
current owner found them in, and so the odyssey of an early British-American copper collection 
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continues. This goes to show that even extremely worn, battered, corroded large cents have 
some kind of allure for some people. 

Actually, it was fun looking at these coins. It was a challenge sharing my knowledge 
with someone else, and putting myself in the place of Dr. Sheldon “making out the big cents”.

(matte-low gloss finish) of the original. The six pages of text, the product of this writer, examine the rivalry 
between these two specialists and were formatted with the intent of being inserted into the 1983 Quarterman 
edition of Crosby after the Newman bibliographical foreword. 100 copies of the plate and text have been 
prepared and are available at $43.00.
